WASHINGTON (NC) — Imagine for 
a moment 200 million Americans 
prepared to make it impossible for 
Moscow to conquer or rule them — not 
by nuclear counterattacks or bloody 
trench warfare that leaves tens of millions 
dead on each side, but through non- 
violent resistance. ; 


One of the distinctive features of the 
third draft of the U.S. bishops’ pastoral 
letter on war and peace, released last 
week, is its appeal for such an alternative 
as part of national policy. 


‘“*BEFORE THE possibility (of non- 
violent resistance) is dismissed as 
impractical or unrealistic, we urge that it 
be measured against the almost certain 
effects of a major war,”’ the draft says. 


“‘Citizens would be trained in the 
techniques of peaceable non-compliance 
and non-cooperation as a means of 
hindering an invading force or non- 
democratic government from imposing its 
will,’’ it says. 

Among examples of non-violent 
resistance that are cited by the draft are 
the refusal of Norwegians under Nazi 


Charges Court unfair to Catholic schools

WASHINGTON (NC) — An official 
of the Catholic League for Religious and 
Civil Rights last week accused the 
Supreme Court of basing its decisions on 
state aid to non-public schools on a false 
and unfair view of Catholic schools. 


Father Peter M.J. Stravinskas, East 
Coast director of the league, said the 
majority opinions in several school aid 
decisions implied that teachers in Catholic 
schools could not be trusted to obey the 
law and that they would use secular 
subjects as vehicles for religious 
indoctrination. 


“IT IS A major contention of mine 
that Catholic schools have been 
stereotyped and unfairly so,’’ said Father 
Stravinskas in an address to a session of 
the National Catholic Educational 
Association convention in Washington. 


“It is a further contention that the court 
has relied for information on Catholic 
education on sources inimical to Catholic 
education.”’ 


Father Stravinskas cited the 1968 
Board of Education v. Allen case in which 
the Supreme Court upheld a New York 
program under which the state loaned 
secular textbooks free to all children in 
grades 7 through 12 in public and non- 
public schools. 


Speaking for the majority in that case; 
Justice Byron R. White said, ‘“This court 
has long recognized that parochial schools 
pursue two goals: religious education and 
secular instruction,’’ Father Stravinskas 
recalled. The priest said the court ruled 
that the loan of secular textbooks does not 
advance religion.

‘‘We are making progress,’’ Detective 
Stallworth said. ‘‘It’s been slow. We’ve 
got some leads...Most of it is hinging on 
identification of probable suspects.”’ 


Agencies from all over the United 
States have been sending him fingerprints 
to compare with those found at the crime 
scene, he said. In addition, police here 
have also been comparing their evidence 
with fingerprints of known transients and 
hitchhikers. 


A DOUBLE homicide has been 
committed in Yuma since Father Ben’s 
murder, Detective Stallworth said, but 
the attention given to it has not detracted 
from the agency’s efforts with the Carrier 
investigation. 


“We haven’t set it (the Carrier case) on 
the back burner. We’re not going to drop 
it. We’re going to continue with it no 
matter how long it takes,’’ he said. 


L. Black spoke of the ‘‘same powerful

In the Lemon v. Kurtzman case in 
1971, the court rejected a Pennsylvania 
plan to permit state payment of part of

THE THIRD war and peace draft — 
which the U.S. bishops are to debate and 
probably vote on at a special national 
meeting called for that. purpose May 2-3 
— makes a stronger case for non- 
violence, both theoretically and 
practically, than the two earlier drafts of 
the controversial document did. 


The pastoral’s second draft, completed 


last October, was criticized for appearing 
to put pacifism and the Church’s just war 
teachings on practically an equal plane 
and for failing to distinguish clearly 
enough between individual morality and 
public morality in describing the pacifist 
option. 

The third draft responds to those 
criticisms, clearly subordinating pacifism 
to the just war theory and spelling out 
more clearly the duty of a nation to 
defend. its citizenry against unjust 
aggression. But in the process of doing so 
it emphasizes far more than the first two 
drafts the fundamental opposition to 
violence on which the just war theory is 
based. 

WHERE THE second draft suggested 
by its structure and language that 
pacifism and the just war theory are two 
parallel options, the third draft suggests 
that the tradition of non-violent response

PRAISED — Critics of the U.S. bishops’ 
second draft war-and-peace pastoral, 
including writer Michael Novak and Bishop 
Edward W. O’Rourke of Peoria, Ill., have 
praised the third draft. Novak, a resident 
scholar at the American Enterprise Institute in 
Washington, agrees with the third draft’s no- 
first-use. Bishop O’Rourke, a persistent critic 
of the pastoral, said he was ‘‘immensely 
impressed’’ with the new draft, adding he 
thinks the present drafts show the bishops are 
‘fon the road to consensus.”’ 

‘WELCOME’ — Non-Catholic students 
should feel welcome in Catholic schools, 
Bishop John S. Cummins of Oakland told 
educators, but there should be no watering 
down of Church dogmas. Speaking at the 
National Catholic Education’ Association 
convention in Washington, Bishop Cummins 
said Catholic schools must balance the needs of 
Catholic and non-Catholic students. He also 
noted that the presence of non-Catholics offers 
schools an opportunity to teach the Gospel. 

‘BLUNTED’ — When the teaching of 
Christ becomes fused with the cultural 
expression of one ethnic identity, the power of 
the Gospel is dissipated and blunted, Auxiliary 
Bishop James P. Lyke of Cleveland said’at the 
NCEA convention. Too often the transmission 
of the faith has been inextricably caught up 
with the history of Western civilization, he said 
in a talk titled ‘‘Catechesis in the Black 
Community.’’ Catechists in the black 
community must be committed to action that 
liberates in the practical order, dealing with 
“the basic inequitable distribution of wealth 
and power’’ between American blacks and 
whites, he said. 

SUSPEND AID — The president of Pax 
Christi International has asked President 


Reagan to suspend U.S. military aid to 
Central America. Bishop Luigi Bettazzi, also 
asked Reagan for .immediate negotiations 
through the United Nations to end violence in 
Central America. The head of the 


international Catholic peace organization also - 


called ‘for the establishment of a special 
commission to investigate the death in El 
Salvador of a Pax Christi staffer found in 
March among 30 bodies the government 
identified as guerrillas. 

REAGANBOMBICS? — The head of the 
U.S. bishops’ conference and the chairman of 
its committee drafting a war and peace 
pastoral have repudiated administration 
claims that the latest draft of the pastoral 
endorses many of President Reagan’s arms 
policies. Archbishop John R. Roach of St. 
Paul-Minneapolis, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, and Cardinal 
Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago, chairman of 
the NCCB drafting committee, declared ‘‘the 
third draft takes stands significantly at 


‘variance with current U.S. policy.’’ A State 


Department spokesman said the pastoral letter 
‘‘explicitly endorses’’ 
objectives. 

‘A STAGE’ — Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, 
papal secretary of state, reaffirmed the Vatican 
stand on disarmament saying that ‘“‘deterrence 
based on equilibrium — certainly not an end 
in itself but as a stage on the way to progressive 
disarmament — can still be judged as morally 
acceptable.’’ Cardinal Casaroli, the pope’s top 
aide, was addressing an_ international 
conference in Piacenza on the theme, 
‘‘Development of Peoples is the New Name of 
Peace: 

POOR POORER? — Federal budget cuts 
made the plight of the poor worse, and the 
government is not fulfilling its responsibility to’ 
help them, Auxiliary Bishop Joseph M. 
Sullivan of Brooklyn told a Senate 
subcommittee. Testifying as a member of the 
board of the National Conference of Catholic 
Charities, Bishop Sullivan said recent studies 
‘‘demonstrate strikingly that in the midst of 
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the poor its priority,’

rich and greatly harmed the poor...Justice 
demands that the federal government make 
he said. 


‘SANCTIMONIOUS’? — Church leaders 
who’ say the Zimbabwean army’s anti- 
dissident campaign has led to atrocities are 
‘‘sanctimonious prelates’’. who must change 
their attitudes, said Prime Minister Robert 
Mugabe in a speech to religious leaders. 
Mugabe was especially critical of a March 30 
statement from Zimbabwe’s Catholic bishops 
which said that the army was involved in a 
‘reign of terror.’’ Catholic bishops were at the 
meeting in which Mugabe said, ‘‘We shall 


proceed with ever-increasing vigor to crush ~ 
_ them (the dissidents).’’ 


CEASE-FIRE — The U.S. government 
should make a ‘‘constructive contribution to 
peace’’ in Namibia by supporting a cease-fire, 
withdrawal of South African troops and the 
holding of U.N.-supervised elections, said the 
Administrative Board of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference... The board added that 
negotiations for the independence of Namibia, 
also known as South West Africa, should not 
be tied to other issues in southern Africa. The 
50 bishops who make up the board said they 
based their recommendations on a statement 
that the Southern African Bishops’ Conference 
issued last May, which called for the same 
conditions.

Escondido police chief...

ESCONDIDO — Sometimes when 
Escondido Police Chief Jim Connole steps 
into a steamy shower his mind is swept 
away to a time 31 years ago when he was 
a rookie cop in San Diego. His first 
suicide call led him into a bathroom filled 
with steam from a running faucet; he had 
to face a woman who had slashed herself 
and then drowned in the bathtub. 


‘That can tell on you if you let it,”’ 
Chief Connole said. Some policemen 
“escape”? into what some call black 
humor — making light of suicides, child 
deaths and other tragedies. Those officers 
“might go crazy if they didn’t’’ laugh 
those things off, the chief said. 

BUT THE 54-year-old head of 
Escondido’s police department says the 


Federal narcotics agent...

NATIONAL CITY — There is no 
basic conflict between his profession in 
law enforcement and his Catholic faith, 


says Stan Furst. An active parishioner at 
St. Pius X Church in Chula Vista, he 


tries to attend daily Mass and also meets _ 


weekly with the men he made a cursillo 
with last year. 


But unlike them, he carries a badge and 
a gun. And, he says, he does walk a self- 
imposed line over and above the strict 
standards already called for by his 
employer, the United States Department 
of Justice. 


A SPECIAL agent with the Drug 
Enforcement Administration, Furst’s 
career in federal law enforcement started 
with the U.S. Border Patrol (Yuma, 
Ariz., and Oceanside) before joining the 
U.S. Customs Service. The presidential 
reorganization of 1973 which created the 
DEA shifted his efforts full-time to the 
suppression of narcotics trafficking, first 
with the combined federal-county 
Narcotics Task Force, and now as 
training officer at DEA’s main office 
here. 


Dedication both to his Church and his 
job hasn’t posed any great problems to 
him, says Furst, but he admits that’s he’s 
probably been luckier than many others 
in similar situations. 


“Narcotics enforcement, more than 
any other police job, lends itself to 
freedom of movement,”’ he said. ‘‘ There 
are many temptations offered to an 
undercover officer — money, sex, drugs 
— as well as all sorts of excuses to your 
wife and your children as to why you 
stayed out under the guise of working 
with the guys in your group.”’

THE LONG and irregular hours 
involved in narcotics enforcement 
undeniably put a strain on a marriage 
relationship and on family life, says Furst. 
And there are also differences to be 
resolved with fellow officers. 


“T want a guy to know where I’m 
coming from. Some like to work on a 
24-hour basis with no regard for the 
family. But after a while most mellow out, 
and some guys who’ve seen a first 
marriage destroyed say they won’t let it 
eat up a second. You have to give 
somewhere, or this job will consume 
you,’’ he said. 


““There’s a lot of built-in machismo in 
this job. But our agents have a high moral 
fiber, although sometimes circumstances 
don’t always allow it to come out,’’ Furst 
said. He gave arrest situations as one 
example, where speed and _ safety 
considerations require that agents be 
more forceful than tactful. 


THE REASONS people choose law 
enforcement for a career are many and 
varied, notes Furst, but there is a strong 
belief and motivation that the job is both a 
necessary one and a proper response to 
the problems of society. 


‘“Some people come into the job on a 
good Christian impulse, and then go after 
the ‘gusto,’ ’’ said Furst. ‘‘I don’t come 
into the office with a New Testament in 
my hand, but I still want people to know 
where I am coming from.”’ 


He credits a cursillo made last year 
with having made a ‘‘tremendous 
impact’’ on his life. ‘““There ‘was the 
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values he learned at home, school and 
Church have helped him through the 
years. A member of St. Mary’s parish in 
Escondido, he attended St. Augustine 
High School. He remembers going to St. 
Mary Magdalene parish when Masses 
were still held in a plumbing shop. 


Chief Connole quit school at 16 to join 
the Navy. He met his wife Lillian at the 
USO in the basement of St. Joseph 
Cathedral in San Diego. They married in 
1946 and have seven grown children. 


After the Navy, he worked three years 
for the U.S. Postal Service, just waiting to 
meet the age requirement (23) for the San 
Diego Police Department. 


HE BEGAN his 26-year career there 
walking a beat as a patrolman and ended 
it behind a desk as assistant chief, second 
in command for the department. 


He quit in 1977 because ‘‘after 26 years 
I was frankly getting tired of the big 
city,’’ he said. He intended to practice 
law with the degree he got from Western 
State University. He passed the bar 
examination in 1975. ‘‘Law has always 
fascinated me. I love the law,”’’ he said. 


“With the reputation of the legal 


‘profession today, I’m not sure that’s 


where I want to be. Lawyers are often 
ranked at the bottom of public trust,’’ he 
said. 


SO IN 1978 he jumped at the chance to 
head Escondido’s public safety operation. 
After four full years at the helm, he still 
loves the job and will keep it as long as it 
remains ‘‘challenging, fun and not 
boring.’’ He figures if he retires after 10 
years as chief he’ll still have the option to 
practice law. 


The public’s image of policemen, while 
not as low as lawyers nor as lofty as 
firefighters, is healthy, he thinks. ‘‘Over 
the years law enforcement’s image has 
improved. It’s awfully difficult for a 
profession to be loved when you have to 
arrest. We’re the bad guys in many 
cases.”’ 


“‘We are also the ones who save a lot of 
lives, recover property and put dangerous 
people behind bars,’’ he said. Policemen 
quickly learn to deal with the dichotomy 
of having ‘‘to serve people and come on as 
a master, an enforcer.’’ Firemen have the 
“‘well-deserved hero image’’ because they 
don’t have to penalize, Chief Connole 
said. 


THE IMAGE of the ‘‘hard cop’’ is 
nothing more than an image, Chief 
Connole said. ‘“That hard-act image is a 
facade a policeman will hide behind.’’

Gardening of the soul 


With Spring upon us, a yearning begins mounting

He speaks of ‘‘new 
marriages’’ with no qualifications, as if 
there could be such things in the Catholic 
Church. It is indeed a scandal of the 
American Church that annulments are 
handed out as divorces, on demand. (Our 
former parish priest, who was on a 
marriage tribunal, told us he had never 
turned one down.) This laxness, intended 
to be merciful, does more harm than 
good; for it drives people out of the 
Church by scandal (my wife’s aunt for 
one), while those granted the annulments 
know they are a mockery. 


The words of Christ on this matter are, 
of course, an embarrassment; but we are 
supposed to abide by them. Jesus said we 
must die to ourselves. A marriage is not a 
ticket to happiness but a vow of celibacy, 
a death to one’s sexual self, relieved only 
by the grace and love of one’s spouse — a 
grace beyond one’s control. Should this 
grace fail (through divorce, insanity, 
sickness, etc.) the vow remains. And the 
grace will be replaced by a higher and 
more difficult grace, as with a divorced 
mother well known to us, who raised 10 
children and is now one of the happiest 
and most Godly of my wife’s friends. 


To advise, as Fr. Coleman does, a 
desperate scramble after the worldly good 
of a ‘‘new marriage’’ is to show little faith 
in the power of God.

Pope 
Speaks 


‘Victory of life and freedom’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — The celebration of the Holy Year 
of Redemption represents ‘‘the victory of life and freedom’’ in 
contrast to ‘‘the offenses against God, crimes against man and 
defiances of Christ which continue to be committed,’’ Pope John 
Paul II said last week. 


At his second general audience of the Holy Year, the pope told 
an estimated 60,000 people in St. Peter’s Square to be ‘“‘with 
Christ and for Christ, force of regeneration, ferment of new 
life.”’ 


‘‘We want to celebrate (Christ’s) victory of life and freedom, 
because it gives the fullness of dimension to the mystery of the 
redemption and reveals the power of the cross,”’ he said. 


‘‘Think of the contrast that this Holy Year presents between 


the celebration of the redemption, on one hand, and, on the | 


other, offenses against God, crimes against man and defiances of 
Christ which at the same time continue to be committed,’’ he 
added. 


The pope’s audience talk was preceded by a Liturgy of the 
Word. As with general audiences for the rest of the Holy Year, 
which ends April 22, 1984, participants could earn a plenary 
indulgence in connection with the audience if they also fulfill 
other requirements for the indulgence: confession, Communion 
and prayers for the pope’s intentions. 


In his Polish-language message, the pope said Poland gives 
thanks for the ‘‘definitive hope of man’’ contained in the 
resurrection. 


‘‘We give thanks for the power of the truth which cannot be 
irrevocably condemned to death,’’ he said. ‘We give thanks for 
the victory of life which cannot. be annihilated, because it is 
reborn from the power of the spirit.’” 


Among the audience participants were Catholics from San 
Diego.

_ From exhortation to trust 


The fourth Sunday after Easter is World Day of Prayer for 
Vocations. On April 24th we will be reminded that it is the 
mission of all to help the Church foster vocations to ordained 
ministry and vowed life. 


The focus of vocational direction or counseling has shifted 
from exhortation to a trust that the experience of a young 
person’s deepest desires in the context of the Gospel and of 
prayer, coupled with spiritual direction, will be a gradual 
revelation of God’s will. 


The initial time of considering the question of a vocation to the 
priesthood or Religious life generally includes a goodly share of 
enthusiasm, joy, attraction and a deep desire to follow the Lord. 
However, no young person with a genuine call from the Lord is 
free of fears and anxieties about following that call. Resistance to 
the calling is an essential ingredient of the journey to priesthood 
and vowed life. The Gospel pages are dotted with resistances: 
Nathanael wondered if anything good could come out of 
Nazareth, a question which saved him from looking at himself for 
some time. Peter was afraid to look into the depths until Jesus 
told him to cast out again. The rich young man was sad having to 
leave his possessions, but sadder still when he returned to them. 
Mary herself was afraid of the Annunciation. 


A person who is sincerely seeking to do God’s will, who is 
looking for the generosity to follow that call, and who is willing to 
put his or her own decisions to the test of another’s direction or 
discernment, is on the way to finding out what God wants. If a 
person is willing to search for his or her deepest desires among 
the myriad conflicts, wishes, yearnings and fears and place them 
side by side with the gospel of Christ, the path of God’s call will 
eventually become more clear. A decision will be confirmed in 
prayer, in conversation with a director, and in acceptance of a 
similar discernment by those of the Church charged with this 
care. 


What matters is that we all try in our own journey with those 
who ask our help to give an open ear, a free invitation and 
generous challenge of our own common Lord and Master.

Everything begins with humility — the homilist in his 
Holy Week sermon stated firmly, and we all nodded.

Success gave me immense and vocal pleasure and failure 
was merely a challenge to future success. 


In short, I was delighted with my person and 
accomplishments and quite at a loss to understand why 
this feeling was not universally shared. The same attitude 
colored my relationship with God, who was a good friend

The Ethical and Religious Directives for Catholic Health 
Facilities (1977) of the bishops of the United States set a 
clear parameter for the proper functioning of a Catholic 
hospital. It specifically teaches that a Catholic health 
facility must ‘‘witness to the saving presence of Christ and 
His Church.”’ - ; : 


One important way of doing this is to always uphold the 
“*total good of the patient, which includes his higher 
spiritual as well as his bodily welfare...”’ 


THIS FACT is considered so important that the 
Directives maintain that if this ‘‘total good of the patient”’ 
is not being fostered and respected, then the ‘‘basic 
mission’”’ of the hospital has been mutilated and it no 
longer possesses ‘‘justification for continuing its existence 
as a Catholic health facility.”’ 


The Directives teach that a sterilization procedure can be 
done only when it is immediately-and directly pointed to the 
cure, diminution or prevention of a serious pathological 
condition; excluded in this teaching are all sterilizations 
performed because of fear or expectation that a present 
illness might be aggravated by a future pregnancy. 


The Holy See issued in 1975 A Document Concerning 
Sterilization in Catholic Hospitals. This Document is reflected 
in the 1977 Directives of the American bishops. The 
teaching is clear and unambiguous: sterilization which of 
itself has the sole immediate effect of rendering the 
generative faculty incapable of procreation is direct 
sterilization and is absolutely forbidden. 


were, I felt, engaged in a particularly reciprocal 
partnership and equally privileged! 

When, far too late in life, God’s patience ran out and 
He brought me abruptly and painfully to humility, it was 
with a wholly shattering impact, that induced a 
comprehensive shifting of focus, and entirely new vision 
of what life is about and the beginning of a new life. What 
ended with humility was all that had been before. 


IT WAS NOT a matter of changing overnight to a self- 
effacing, self-deprecating penitent whom God would 
probably have had trouble recognizing, but of beginning 
a prilgrimage on an unfamiliar route. It was not, after the 
initial devastating illumination of self-perception in the 
awareness of who and what God is, a matter of breast- 
beating and sackcloth. 


It was the realization of being part of Someone and 
Something so infinitely more in every way than anything 
one could imagine that personal unworthiness was so 
obvious a fact as not to merit even a passing thought. It 
was an experience that was both self-erasing and self- 
reinforcing, revealing one’s abysmal unimportance yet at 
the same time, one’s irreplaceable importance, pointing 
up spiritual poverty and incredible richness, lack and 
fullness, weakness and power. 


Later, one thing seemed to emerge very clearly. 
Humility, after all, is not a personal virtue but a way of 
seeing things as they are. It does not ask that, we deny 
ourselves but that we see ourselves in the right perspective 
in God’s plan for mankind. It does not suggest that we

Sterilization — Il 


ON SEPTEMBER 15, 1977, the U.S. Catholic 
Bishops issued a Commentary on the Holy See’s Document of 
1975; it teaches several key points: : 


e A Catholic hospital cannot approve a sterilization 
procedure that is directly contraceptive: This prohibition 
includes any procedure hoped to prevent future pregnancy 
that might aggravate a present serious cardiac, renal, 
circulatory or other disorder; and 


e A Catholic hospital may materially cooperate in a 
direct sterilization, but only when there is serious reason 
and pressure. In such a case, the local bishop or his 
representative must be involved in this decision for 
material cooperation. 


MORAL theologians have traditionally taught that 
sterilization is morally permissible only when it is indirect: 
i.e., when the sterilizing effect is not the direct purpose or 
intent of the agent. 

These theologians taught that direct sterilization is 
contraceptive in intent and thus interferes with the 
procreative meaning of sexual intercourse. 


In summary of this teaching, then, we can state that if 
the sterilization is first of all contraceptive and then 
therapeutic, it is forbidden. Because of the sensitive 
nature of this teaching, it is important here to re-state the 
teaching with clarity. 


The alpha, not the omega 


undervalue the persons we are or the talents we have 
received but that we use it all to the fullest, for God’s sake.

EVERYTHING BEGINS with humility because only 
in humility is our perception clarified and made keen and 
our vision true. Seen from God’s eye view, the world and 
our place in it take on a different aspect. We learn to 
afford patience and compassion for others but urgency 
and commitment for ourselves and an invincible hope for 
the struggling universe. | 


Everything does not end with humility because 
humility is not some citadel to be conquered but a way of 
thinking, a way of seeing and believing. It is a way that 
opens us to union with God in whom there is no end. Like 
faith and love, it is not to be grasped and held but to be 
practiced and renewed. 


Two of the greatest saints of the Church give us 
opposite sides of the same humble coin. St. Francis of 
Assisi and St. Paul, the evangelist. Francis may seem to 
fit the mold more easily. He is more what we might 
expect. Paul, on the other hand, has not infrequently 
been accused of a rather enthusiastically developed ego! 
Yet both men saw themselves for what they were — tools 
in the hand of God, mouthpieces for His Word, and 
laborers in His vineyard. And so Paul could say, in all 
humility, ‘‘I would that you all were as I.”’ 


should call it to the attention of the bishop. If he fails to 
respond, we urge that letters be sent to the Vatican, 
complaining that the bishop has refused to listen to the 
pleas of the faithful.”’ 


AS CRAZY as that sounds, it is not as wild as 
accusations regularly leveled in print against Catholics by. 
other Catholics. There is no charity in such writing; they 
rather reflect hatred and condemnation for anyone who 
does not measure up to preconceptions of what a Catholic 
must do. Such papers undermine the faith they profess to 
preach; they turn flock against the shepherd, suggesting 
heresy where there is none. 


What is more shocking is the number of Catholics 
ready to belive this. Some see a devil behind every tree, a 
Communist under every stone. This spirit, more than 
ever rabid today, saps away at the life of the Church. It is 
painful that such papers accusing others of tearing the 
seamless garment of Christ, in fact do as much, and 
worse. 


IN THE Church’s official teaching, _ sterilizing 
procedures are permissible in only two types of cases: 


© Where the generative faculty itself is diseased: e.g., 
in cancer of the uterus or prostate; and 


© Where the generative faculty itself is healthy but its 
continued presence and functioning exacerbate a diseased 
condition of another organ: e.g., in forms of cancer where 
the production of sex hormones contributes to the spread 
of the cancer. . 


IN LIGHT of this second point: If the generative 
organs of a woman are healthy but another organ, e.g., 
the heart or kidney, would be weakened by a future 
pregnancy and would thus perhaps endanger the 
woman’s life or health, would sterilization be permitted? 


The reply is no. Why? Because the danger arises only 
when freely-chosen sexual intercourse causes conception, 
which in turn can menace the organs themselves. 


We can conclude this part of our discussion by focusing 
the traditional teaching of the Church on the question of 
sterilization. 


THE TEACHING is clear: only when the generative 
organs and functions in themselves and apart from their 
generative function cause harm to the whole person may 
they be suppressed for the good of the whole person.

Catholics are a traditional people, so when many long- 
standing practices were dropped in the post-Vatican II 
years, some Roman Catholics felt. outdated. Some 
Catholics contend folk music and the use of the vernacular 
removed some of the sense of mystery and reverence 
inspired by traditional hymns and the use of Latin. 


But standing out as ‘‘a witness to the Western-Rite 
(Roman) Church where we tend to make everything so 
bland’’ are the 21 Eastern Rites of the Catholic Church, 
said Father Dennis Krouse of the University of San 
Diego. A bi-ritual priest, he offers Mass in the Western 
(Latin) tradition and in the Eastern Maronite Rite. 


THERE ARE four Eastern Rite communities in the 
San Diego diocese, where icon-filled churches witness 
liturgies that have maintained an aura of mysticism, said 
their pastors. 


Eastern-Rite Catholic churches developed along with 
the Western Rite to which most Catholics now belong; 
there is a basic agreement in beliefs and practices, but the 
local churches have varied prayers, music and ceremonies 
in their liturgy. 


From Jerusalem, Christianity spread to Antioch, 
Rome and _ Constantinople. Western 
churches sooner or later followed the Roman way of 
worship while the eastern Catholic rites followed the 
others. 


THE BYZANTINE, Chaldean, Maronite and 
Ukrainian (Byzantine) Catholic traditions are represented 
here in the diocese. As Catholics, their bishops are in 
communion with the pope. 

Byzantine Catholics worship at Holy Angels Church in 
the Serra Mesa area. The unusual structure is visible 
from Route 805 — it is surrounded by four onion-shaped 
iron domes. 

The interior would seem no less unusual to Latin Rite 
Catholics. ‘Its walls and ceiling are covered with bright 
paintings or icons that picture Biblical events and saints. 


THE ALTAR is fronted by an icon screen that is 
typical of most Eastern-Rite churches. The icon screen 
looks more like a brightly painted wrought iron gateway, 
and does not totally obscure from view the priest. 

The screen symbolizes separation and unity, Father 
Joseph Ridella, pastor of Holy Angels, explained. 
Worshipers feel a physical separation from the heavenly 


world (the altar) and the human world (the church). At — 


‘the same time they feel close to God by symbolically being 
at the gate of heaven. 

“‘When the liturgy begins, it is the gathering Sof the 
people of God to give Him glory. The most beautiful way 
to do it is by singing,’’ Father Ridella said. A trademark 
of most Eastern-Rite liturgies is that they are chanted. 

THERE ARE 100 registered families at Holy Angels 
parish. They attend services in both Slavonic and English 


(since 1950 the Byzantine Rite has also used the . 


vernacular). 

One Mass a month at Holy Angels is said in the 
traditional Slavonic, which in itself was once considered 
the vernacular. Byzantine churchgoers tend to be of 
Croatian, Polish, Ukrainian, Italian, Lebanese or 
German descent.

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Despite the use of the vernacular, the characteristic 
sense of mystery has remained an integral element of the 
Byzantine Rite, Father Ridella said. The symbolism of 
icons has something to do with that, he noted. ‘‘Icons 
have a spiritual meaning. They elevate our hearts and 
souls and minds to’ God.’’. 


EASTERN THEOLOGY has played a part in 
preserving the mysticism of the liturgy. ‘‘We stress the 
resurrection of Christ. In the West they stress more the 
crucifixion of Christ....The spirit of the Eastern-Rite 
Church is very traditional and it’s more mystical. It 
doesn’t spell it out in complete detail.’’ 


The ‘‘conservative’’ or slow-changing traditional 
nature of the Eastern Rites separates them from the West, 
Father Peter Kattoula, pastor of the 600-family Chaldean 
Catholic community in El Cajon, said. Like Father 
Ridella, he is an Eastern-Rite priest who has faculties i in. 
the Western Rite as well. 


“‘Our liturgy has beén fixed since the ninth century,”” 
he said. Since then only minor changes have been made. 
Chaldean-Rite Catholics were considered heretical until 
‘‘we turned Catholic in the 15th century,’’ he quipped. 
Some liturgical changes were made then: ‘The 
missionaries tried to Latinize the ‘converts,’ ”’ Father 
Kattoula said. 


A ROMAN-Rite Catholic at a Chaldean-Rite service 
would recognize the main parts of the Mass, but would 
likely be unable to follow it in the Aramaic, the language 
Jesus spoke. Ninety-nine percent of the parishioners here 
are Iraqis and speak a colloquialized version of Aramaic. 


‘‘The main difference is the chanting. Nothing is said. 
Everything is chanted’’ in a Chaldean Catholic service. 
“It is a dialogue of singing from the start to the end,”’ 
Father Kattoula said. 


The Chaldean community holds its services in Santa 
Sophia (Roman) Catholic Church in Spring Valley, but 
by June hopes to move into its new $700,000 church 
building on Jamacha Road in El Cajon. 


BUILDING FUNDS were’ raised by the local 
community. Donations came from a large Chaldean 
congregation in Detroit and from Iraq’s leader, Saddam 
Hussain. He gave $250,000 for the construction of St.” 
Peter Chaldean Church. 


Typical of Eastern-Rite churches, the new building will 
have an Oriental flair. It will have a blue fiberglass dome 
with gold-colored stars. When the interior of the church is 
lighted at night, therblue dome will be visible for miles, 
Father Kattoula predicted. 


Around the dome will be 12 stained glass windows of 
the apostles. A symbol of the Holy Spirit will be placed 
above each window. Two tile-covered towers will flank 
the front of the church. Babylonian-style mouldings will 
be placed around the upper edges of the church and 
around the dome. A bronze statue of St. Peter will be 
placed above the front door. 


AFTER COMPLETION, the Maronite Catholic 
community will be the only one of San Diego’s four 
Eastern-Rite parishes without its own church. Father 
Krouse, ordained a Roman-Rite priest but now with 
Maronite faculties, assists the 30-family congregation. He 
offers one Maronite Mass a month at Holy Angels 
Church. 


“Like the Roman tradition, the Maronite tradition is 
colored by its history,’’ he said. It originated with St. 
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Eastern Rite Catholics: A witness to the traditional 


Maron, a monk in ‘the Syrian desert, who died in 410. 


she Maronite tradition tends to be eae because of 


the monastic influence.’ 


‘Maronite Masses (technically called Service of the Holy 
Mysteries of the Maronite Antiochene Church) are in the 
language of the people, which began as Syriac and then 
changed to Aramaic or Arabic. San Diego-area services 
are in English while the chanting is done in Arabic or 
Aramaic. Most local Maronites are first- or second- 
generation Americans from Lebanon. 

LITURGICAL MUSIC is ‘‘folk music in the purest 
form of the word. Some of the songs are as ancient as the 
Church itself,’’ Father Krouse said. ‘‘One cannot es 
asleep in the Maronite tradition. They sing very. 


» forcefully.” 


A iicliedane service is not much longer than a Western- 
Rite Mass, Father Krouse said, but ‘‘one goes about the 
liturgy with a sense of leisure.”’ : 


The Maronite tradition stresses ‘‘the involvement of 
the whole person,”’ he said. Processions, incense, candles 
and simple but beautiful vestments encourage the 
involvement of the senses and-the spirit, he stated. 


FOR ALL the differences. between East and West, 
there are ‘‘tremendous similarities,’’ Father Krouse said. . 
He compared the rites to meat which could be prepared in 
varying ways in different countries but would 
“‘nutritionally be the same.’’ 


Ukrainian Divine Liturgies (Masses) are offered in old 
Slavonic, English or Ukrainian, Father Paul Graskow, 
pastor of Our Lady of Perpetual Help parish, said. 


The Ukrainian and Byzantine Rites are basically the 
same, he said. Their liturgies have not changed as much 
as the Western ones have. The thought of dance used in 
the liturgy would leave Ukrainian Catholics ‘‘horrified,’’ 
he said. ‘“They’d be scandalized by dancing in the 
church.”’ 


THE WESTERN Catholic tradition is ‘‘rational’’ 
while the East is ‘‘mystical,’’ Father Graskow said. ‘‘It is 
not mysticism in the sense that is thought of now, but it’s 
the idea that man is separated from Almighty God and 
that he is humanly unable to penetrate that.’’ Man may 
gradually rise to a greater comprehension of ‘‘God and 
his love for humanity,’’ he said, ‘‘but essentially he is 
separated.”’ : 


DUBLIN (NC) — The Irish Catholic Bishops’ 
Conference has expressed dissatisfaction with the 
government’s draft of a constitutional amendment to 


prevent the legalization of abortion. The bishops 
acknowledged that the government draft is designed to 
insure that abortion cannot be introduced by a court 
decision, as happened in the United States. 
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Is ethics professor ‘soft? on handicapped?

WASHINGTON (NC) — Two 
priests, one the director of the U.S. 
bishops’ pro-life office, the other a Jesuit 
ethics professor, publicly disagreed last 
week on the value of the Reagan 
administration’s new ‘‘Baby Doe”’ rule to 
protect handicapped infants from being 
denied customary care and feeding in a 
hospital. 

Father Edward M. Bryce, in a 
statement on behalf of the bishops’ 


Committee for Pro-Life Activities, said - 


the new rule was a ‘‘long-overdue 
response to abuses by some physicians’’ 
who have allowed medical treatment to be 
withdrawn from handicapped babies. 


- BUT AT A Senate hearing the same 
day Jesuit Father John J. Paris, associate 
professor of social ethics at Holy Cross 
College; called the new rule “‘a tragic 
mistake.” : 


The new rule, which went into effect 
March 22 but is the subject of court 
challenge, orders hospitals receiving 


_ federal funds — virtually all hospitals in 


the United States — to post notices 
warning that failure to provide food and 
treatment to handicapped infants is a 
violation of federal law. The notices also 
provide a toll-free telephone number 
(800-368-1019) so that suspected 
violations can be reported to the federal 
government. 


‘“Baby Doe’’ was the name given to an 
unidentified Indiana infant who died a 
year ago after his parents asked that he 
not be fed. The baby suffered from 
Down’s syndrome and had a deformed 


esophagus which doctors said could have 
been corrected by surgery. : 


FATHER BRYCE, in comments on 
the new rule submitted to the Department 
of Health and Human Services, said the 
measure was a reasonable extension of 
existing federal law on the treatment of 
handicapped newborns. . 


“Tt simply provides for reporting of. 


violations and facilitates corrective action 
so that life-saving treatment can be 
provided in emergencies,’’ wrote Father 


Bryce.

realization that my kids were coming of 
age’’ — he has two daughters, 12 and 14, 
one of whom will be starting at University 
High School this fall — ‘‘and that going 
to church was not enough, that I had to 
get involved.’ 


“IT IMPACTED my wife, obviously, 


“and she made a cursillo a week after I 


did.’ Barbara was received into the 
Church not too long afterward, and 
currently helps out in the parish CGD 
program. 


The weekly breakfast meeting with 
some members of his cursillo group, 
which includes a priest, is the ‘‘highlight 
of our week,’’ said Furst. ‘‘All of us have 
our ups and downs, but it’s an incredible 
feeling to meet together.

Father’ together, out loud in a 
restaurant...but the regular customers are 
used to us by now.’’ 


But no matter how much he tries to live 
his own faith, the fact that he is a federal 
law enforcement officer still contributes to 
a real feeling that he is ‘“‘different’’ not 
only from his friends, but even from local 
police officers with whom he works, said 


Furst. 
THOSE DIFFERENCES were more 
strongly felt when he first began his 


_ career, noted Furst. ‘‘I did feel I was 


isolated from the local community. You 
were different and were expected to act 
differently.’’ 

That feeling still carries over, he added. 
“T carry a badge and a gun. I am 
different, even with my friends.”’ 


“‘THIS CAN’T be considered just. 


another job,’’ he said, ‘‘not when you’re 
putting people away for 15 or 20 years. 


He said it is premature to argue that 
the rule will interfere with sound medical 
judgment.and said he found it difficult to 
understand how the rule imposes new 
burdens on- physicians, since it merely 


provides reporting and enforcement 


procedures. 


THE BISHOPS’ pro-life director also 
said segments of the medical profession 
laid the groundwork for the Baby Doe 
controversy by failing ‘‘to set clear ethical 
standards for the practice of medicine.’’ 


Physicians have been denied their 
traditional role as advocates for their 
patients, Father Bryce said, and have 
become mere consultants, ‘‘allowing 
parents unlimited authority to refuse life- 
‘saving treatment for their handicapped 
children.’’ 


BUT FATHER Paris; testifying 
before the Senate subcommittee on family 
and human services, said that while the 
government ought to insist on customary 
care for handicapped infants, the new rule 


is ‘overly blunt.”’ 


“The directive as written is far too 
vague and open to misunderstanding, 
misinterpretation and mistaken 
applications,’’ Father Paris said. 


At the Senate hearing, the 
subcommittee chairman, Sen. Jeremiah 
Denton (R-Ala.), read Father Paris 
passages from Father Bryce’s statement 
and said he agreed with the bishops’ 
committee official that it was premature 
to argue that the rule was having a bad 
effect. 


BUT FATHER Paris said he knew of 
cases where community hospitals were 
transfering handicapped infants to more 
specialized but overburdened children’s 
hospitals because the community 
hospitals feared being reported for not 
giving customary care. He said there also 


. have been cases where pediatricians have 


felt compelled to treat handicapped 
infants who are beyond help 


“Also annie at the Secs hearing 
was Dr. C. Everett Koop, the pediatric 
surgeon and pro-life activist who was 
appointed U.S. surgeon general by 
President Reagan in 1981. 


Koop said 10 years ago it would have 
been scandalous not to treat a 
handicapped newborn who had a chance 
of surviving. But he noted that many 
physicians now believe Down’s syndrome 
babies do not have a life worth living.

Though he tries to live by the “‘golden 
rule’’ in his work, he admits he. ‘would 
shoot to kill if necessary.

Chief Connole sees no reason a 
Christian should not work in- law 
enforcement. ‘‘I don’t think there is a 
conflict.

Paul II has excommunicated an exiled 
Vietnamese archbishop and six of his 
followers, including an American. 


The decision was directed against 
Archbishop Pierre Martin Ngo Dinh 
Thuc, the exiled 85-year-old former 


_ archbishop of Hue, Vietnam, now living 


in France. - 


CARDINAL JOSEPH Ratzinger, 
prefect of the Vatican’s Congregation for 
the Doctrine of the Faith, said the 
excommunication was ordered ‘‘by 


special mandate’? of Pope John Paul - 


because of Archbishop Thuc’s illicit 
_ ordinations of bishops and priests and his 
statement last year that the Boly See i is 
vacant. 


The archbishop  had_ been 
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excommunicated in 1976 for ordaining 
bishops in Spain without the 
authorization of Pope Paul VI. The 
excommunication was lifted the next year 
by the Vatican after Archbishop Thuc 
asked pardon from Cardinal Jose Bueno y 
Spain, for the 
“immense damage suffered by the 
Church, since its unity was placed in 
danger.”’

BOISE, Idaho (NC) — ‘‘Words alone 
are not enough’’ when it comes to 
promoting equality of women in the 
Church, Bishop Sylvester Treinen’ of 
Boise said in a pastoral letter on women’s 
issues. In fact, he added, ‘‘rather than 
discriminate unfairly, Church leaders 
should actively promote and welcome 
approved roles for women everywhere in 
the Church.”’

secular subjects did not necessarily bring 
religion into the subjects,’’ he said, the 
justices expressed concern about potential 
abuses. 


THE PRIEST said any government 
program is subject to potential abuse. 


The justices also expressed concern, he 
said, about ‘‘political divisiveness’ and 
said having states or communities divided 
on issues related to state aid to non-public 
schools would ‘‘draw attention away from 
more urgent issues.” 


In the Meek case in 1975, Justice 
Potter Stewart, expressed the majority 
opinion that the direct loan of 
instructional equipment has a principal 
purpose of advancing religion, Father 
Stravinskas said. The majority opinion, 
he said, included a statement that “‘the 
likelihood of inadvertently fostering 
religion may be less in remedial 
arithmetic than in a medieval history 
seminar, but the possibility is there.”’ 


THE COURT 
Stravinskas said, the argument of Paul 


accepted, Father 


Berger of the American Association of 
School Administrators that ‘‘laboratory 
equipment could be used in teaching a 
religious view of the world around us.”’ 


Berger’s basic message, Father 
Stravinskas said, was that “‘you cannot 
trust Catholic school teachers.”’ 


Chief Justice Warren Burger wrote a 
dissenting opinion in that case, Father 
Stravinskas said.

WHEN THEY seek ‘“‘liberation and 
recognition’’ — especially after knowing 
about Pope John Paul II’s insistence on 
human rights for all persons — ‘“‘women 
are simply asking for equality as human 
persons,’ he wrote. 


‘‘As to the ordination of women, the 
teaching authority (magisterium) in the 
Church must make the final decision,’’ he 
wrote. ‘‘‘I do not know whether the 
magisterium can change its present 
teaching. I will gladly accept whatever 
happens because I know that the voice of 
God speaks through His Church and I 
desire the kind of equality between 
women and men that God desires.”’ 


He also said that a married woman’s 
primary role is to serve in the home. 
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‘‘The happiness, holiness and 
permanence of their family depend so 
much on them that. married women, 


realizing the great need for their love and 


inspiration, must place the importance of 
other careers second to their irreplaceable 
presence in the home as wife and 
mother,’’ he. said. 


THE BISHOP wrote that ‘‘as they 
seek recognition on all levels, most 
married women do realize their vital role 
as the mainstay of their home, although 
for economic reasons many of them must 
seek work outside the home. Other 
women seek work outside their home .for 
reasons of self-fulfillment and they may 
do this if it does not do harm to their 
home life.”’ 


Discussing abortion, he noted that “‘an 
all-male Supreme Court made abortion 
legal on demand’’ and thus ‘“‘mistook 
liberation of women for further sexual 
enslavement.’’ Abortion ‘‘only leads to 
further irresponsibility on the part of men 
and also of women,”’ he added. 


Referring to Our Lady of Guadalupe, 
St. Mary Magdalene, St.. Theresa of 
Avila, St. Catherine of Siena, St. Rose of 
Lima, St. Elizabeth Ann Seton and 
Blessed Kateri Tekakwitha, he said, ‘‘I 
pray to great women leaders that they 
intercede for the Church as she strives to 
purify herself of unjust discrimination 
against women.”’

Bishops look at ‘non-violent resistance’ alternative

is not simply parallel to the just war 
theory but an integral part of that theory 
when it is considered in all its dimensions. 


The shift is a subtle but important one. 
Among its most significant implications is 
that a comprehensive view of the just war 


theory in the nuclear age may require a . 


national policy that prepares for the 
possibility of non-violent as well as violent 
defense. 


This argument is not completely absent 
from the first and second drafts of the war 
and peace pastoral, but in the third draft 
it achieves a point of integration with 
moral teaching that was missing in the 
earlier drafts. 


THIS IS done basically at three levels 
— in the basic just war theory itself, in 
supportive arguments favoring non- 
violence, and in translating the theory 
more thoroughly into practical 
implications. 

On the theoretical level, the third draft 
says: ‘‘Just war teaching has evolved, 
however, as an effort to prevent war; only 
if war cannot be rationally avoided, does 
the teaching then seek to restrict and 


‘reduce its horrors. It does this by 


establishing a set of rigorous conditions 
which must be met if the decision to go to 
war is to be morally permissible. Such a 
decision, especially today, requires 
extraordinarily strong reasons for 
overriding the presumption in favor of 
peace and against war. This is one 


significant reason why valid just war — 


teaching makes provision for 
conscientious dissent. Objection to war — 
to all war — must be the norm for all sane 
people. Only the most powerful reasons 
may be permitted to override such 
objection.”’ 


The first and second drafts of the 


a 


pastoral letter also made the point that the 
just war theory begins from a 
presumption in favor of peace and against 
war. Both also defended the right of 
individuals within the Catholic tradition 
to object in conscience to a particular war 
or to all war and urged civil law 
provisions to protect that right. 


WHAT IS new in the third draft is the 
explicit linkage of conscientious objection 
to the just war theory itself in a way that 
suggests that the burden of proof rests on 
the other side — ‘‘Only the most 
powerful reasons may be permitted to 
override such objection,’’ and 
‘extraordinarily ‘strong reasons’’ are 
required today. 


On the supportive level, the third draft 
strengthens correlative arguments for 
non-violence. 


It does this in several ways. One is 
more extensive argumentation against 
even conventional warfare as an 
appropriate means of settling conflicts 
today. Another is a more nuanced 
treatment of the nature and multiple 
dimensions of non-violence, emphasizing 
that Christian non-violence is ‘‘not 
passive,’’ but a positive method of 
resisting injustice. 

ON THE practical level, the third draft 
suggests in greater detail how non- 
violence can be used to prevent war or 
push back its frontiers, or as an 
alternative response when the effects of 
war might be considered morally 
disproportionate to whatever good one 
can hope to attain from war. 


In this area the draft gives greater 
prominence to policy plans for non- 
violent conflict resolution, including a 
national budgetary allowance for a peace 
academy, strengthening of the United 
Nations and the formation or 


Reds jail Czech Franciscans

ROME (NC) — Twenty Czechoslovak 


Franciscans were arrested by the 
Communist government during Holy 
Week, of whom five remained in prison 
last week, according to the Justice and 
Peace Commission of the Order of Friars 
Minor. 


In a communique issued here April 6, 
the commission said three Franciscans 
were in a Prague prison and two were 
jailed in Plzen. All are charged with ‘‘the 
usual accusation of illegal religious 
activity,’ the communique said. 


THE FIVE were identified as Fathers 
Alois Moc, Jire Tuma and Frantisek 
Kubicek of Prague,and Frantisel Pometlo 
and Jire Mazanec of Plzen. 


Another 15 Franciscans were arrested 
in Czechoslovakia during Holy Week, 
March 28-April 3, but were released after 
interrogation, the communique said. 


‘‘There is reason to believe that the 
new wave of oppression is connected with 
the recent Vatican document which 
forbids Czechoslovakian priests to belong 
to the government-based association, 
Pacem in Terris,’’ the Franciscans said. 


THEY ADDED that the 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — For the first 
time since Lithuania became part of the 
Soviet Union, Communist officials have 
allowed its bishops to come to the Vatican 
to report on the status of their dioceses. 
The previous such visit by any Lithua- 
nian bishop occurred 45 years ago, before 
Lithuania was absorbed by the Soviet 
Union. Notably absent from the group 
was Bishop Julijonas Steponavicius, 
72-year-old apostolic administrator of the 
Archdiocese of Vilna. Bishop 
Steponavicius, who many people believe 
is the cardinal named in secret by Pope 
John Paul in 1979, did not want to come 
to Rome with the other Lithuanian, 
bishops, according to a Lithuanian 
church source in Rome, because the 
Soviets would not have allowed him to 
return. 


Czechoslovakian government has accused 
the Vatican ‘‘of organizing a ‘fifth 
column’ among Religious against the 
security and unity of the state.”’ 


A spokesman for the Rome generalate 
of the Order of Friars Minor refused to 
estimate the number of Franciscans 
currently in Communist Czechoslovakia. 
He noted that the Franciscans, like all 
religious orders in Czechoslovakia, are 
not recognized by the government. 


Father John Vaughn, the U.S.-born 
minister general of the order, sent a 
telegram of protest to Czechoslovak 
President Gustav Husak. 


THERE WAS no official comment 


from the Vatican on the arrests. 


Church-state relations have been tense 
in Czechoslovakia for years, and the 
tensions have intensified since the March 
1982 declaration of the Vatican 
Congregation for Clergy forbidding 
priests to belong to associations with 
strictly political aims. 


Vatican sources said the declaration 
was written primarily because of Pacem 
in Terris and another Czechoslovak 
clergy organization, the Priests’ 
Movement for Peace. Both groups have 
strong ties to the Communist government 
and have frequently been at odds with the 
Czechoslovakian hierarchy. 


IN MARCH, the Vatican made public 
a letter from Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, 
papal secretary of state, to . Cardinal 
Frantisek Tomasek of Prague and the 
country’s five other bishops. 


Cardinal Casaroli said the Vatican is 
“completely ready’? to renew church- 
state talks suspended in 1981 by the 
Czechoslovak government. 


The talks, which had begun in May 
1963, ‘‘have resolved numerous questions 
with mutual benefit,’’ but ‘‘other 
questions of highest importance, which 
are close to the heart of the holy father, 
remain to be _ resolved,’’ Cardinal 
Casaroli said.

The third draft stresses that ‘‘non- 
violent resistance, like war, can take 
many forms depending upon the 
demands of a given situation...Effective 
non-violent resistance requires the united 
will of a people and may demand as much 
patience and sacrifice from those who 
practice it as is now demanded by war 
and preparation for war.’’ 


THE DRAFT calls non-violent 
resistance a point of ‘‘common ground of 
agreement’’ between the pacifist and the 
person who accepts the theology of the 
just war, because it points out that ‘‘both 
are able to be committed to the same 
objective: defense of their country.’’ The 
point of non-violent resistance, says the 
draft, is not simply avoiding doing harm 
or injury to another, but®“‘winning the 
other over, making the adversary a 
friend.’’ 
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Non-violent resistance, in the view of 
the third draft, is not simply something 
that individuals alone may choose as a 
valid alternative to the use of lethal force. 
It is, rather, a position that should be 
integrated into public policy at various 
levels. It is something that requires study, 
effort, planning, funds, political decisions 
— a whole public structure that would 
push war-fighting further down the scale 
as a last resort or, if a nation should come 
to the brink of a war that would be 
unwinnable or winnable only at an 
intolerable moral cost, as an alternative to 
an immoral war. 


‘‘Non-violent popular defense does not 
insure that lives would not be lost,’”’ says 
the third draft. ‘‘Nevertheless, once we 
recognize that the almost certain 
consequences of existing policies and 
strategies of war carry with them a very 
real threat to the future existence of 
humankind itself, practical reason as well 
as spiritual faith demand that it be given 
serious consideration as an alternative 
course of action.”’

handy. In some significant respects, 
however, it’s vastly inferior to film as an 
entertainment medium. 


Television can’t compete with movies 
in terms of spectacle. The screen’s too 
small. Network television can’t compete 
with movies in the graphic portrayal of 


' sex and violence. There’s the fear of 


censorship. 


COMMERCIALS, moreover, exert a 
baleful influence that is two-fold. Not 
only must they intrude at regular 
intervals, playing havoc with serious 
drama, but the sponsors exercise a certain 
power, implicit or explicit, over what may 
be shown. 


Gifted writers and directors and actors, 
finally, are not fond of working within the 
restrictions imposed by all of the above. 
Nor, incidentally, are the fees as 
extravagant as they are in big-budget 
films. 


Television can, however, do one thing 
that movies cannot do: it can go in for 
sheer length and so, provided the quality 
is good enough to hook you at the 
beginning, draw you into things so that 
your initial investment of time works 
together with a buildup in empathy (Poor 
Meggie! What.is she going to do now?) to 
create an extraordinary bond. 


THOUGH THIS bond occurs in most 
striking fashion in television (the soap 
operas have much the same appeal), it 
resembles in some respect the impact of 
Nicholas Nickleby in its eight-hour stage 


version. 


I don’t think there’s any basis for 
reading much in the way of religious 
implications into the success of The Thorn 
Birds. There might have been had the 
series, on the one hand, been a slam at the 


. Church or, on the other hand, if it had 


been the profoundly Catholic drama of 
sin and redemption that some have made 
it out to be, notably Father Andrew 
Greeley in TV Guide. 


BOTH BOOK and television program 
were, vis-a-vis .the Church, very 
sympathetic but also very shallow. What 
they did, each in its own way — and 
technicolor seems to have been invented 
with Catholic pageantry in mind — was 
to exploit the Catholic background to 
make more colorful and give an 
appearance of depth to a quite 
conventional romance of the ‘‘forbidden 
love’’ genre. 


The recent film True Confessions did 
much the same thing in terms of the crime 
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Lesson of Job: Neutrality 
a sin when others suffer?

ANAHEIM, Calif.(NC) — ‘‘When 
people are alone and suffering, neutrality 


is a sin,’’ said Jewish author Elie Wiesel, 


a survivor of the Nazi campaign of 
genocide against the Jews. : 


Wiesel, a professor at Yale University, 
said he has studied the Book of Job in an 
attempt to deal with the question of evil.in 
the world. 


JOB’S RESIGNED exclamation, 
“‘God has given, God has taken back, 
may God’s name be praised,’’ provides a 
framework for acceptance of the will of 
God — even when it may appear bad, 
Wiesel said. ‘ 

‘‘Why do people suffer?’’ he asked. 
““Why are the wicked at peace? Why are 


the just persecuted...If Job was so good, 
why did he suffer?’’ 


Though Job believes he has committed 


no wrong, Wiesel and a school of 
Talmudic scholars contend that Job’s 
suffering resulted not from the 
commission of a sin, but from the refusal 
to act when the Jewish people were being 
oppressed in Egypt. 


“IN TIMES of stress, in times of 
distress, when human beings are in 
danger, one should never be neutral,’’ 
Wiesel said. ‘‘Neutrality helps the killer 
and not the victim.’’ 


‘“‘Job was made to suffer because he 
was neutral,’’ he said. While Job 
questioned God, he did not argue with 
him, he added. 


. “*After God has spoken, one must say 
‘yes’ to life. Why didn’t he argue? He 
realized that there is a tragic sensibility in 
hie 2 


IN THE end, Job lived a long life 
“saturated with years,’’ Wiesel said. 


“Isaac, the most tragic figure in our 
history, bears the name that means ‘to 
laugh,’ ’’ Wiesel said. ‘‘He was the first 
survivor, and realized that memories 
must be met with laughter, not at, but 
with. creation.”’ 


Ultimately, ‘‘we are human because of 
this passion,’’ Wiesel continued. ‘‘We 
shall be judged not by our relation with 
the creator, but with man,”’ he said.

STILL, HE continued, ‘‘Job’s sin was 
because he was neutral in time of 
Pharaoh; to remain silent in the face of 
tragedy is a sin. We are all against Cain 
or have killed Abel. The first death in 
history is a murder. But Abel was not 
without fault.’’ 


Cain went to Abel for consolation, but 
Abel did not console him about God’s 
displeasure with his gift, Wiesel said. 
‘“‘The Talmud says Abel, too, was guilty. 
Silence is guilty because it helps the killer. 
We must always take the side of the 
victim:”’ 

Wiesel continued, ‘‘Where is God’s 
greatness if he allows children to be 
killed?...This is our tradition: either God 


_is the source of all that happens or he is_ 


not God...God is there and we shouldn’t 
remove God from any event.’’ 


A SURVIVOR of both Auschwitz and 
Buchenwald, Wiesel said many Jews were 
guilty of silence and disbelief when early 
reports of Nazi atrocities leaked out. ‘To 
be hit by Satan, we can understand,’’ he 
said. ‘‘But God punished those whom he 
loves, whether for teaching or 
illustration...I confess, I don’t 
understand.”’ ;
